Thorough 
campaign 
to 
eliminate 


bovine tuberculosis from York County, 
the division of animal 
industry of 


Maine, has- made arrangements with 
the York County Farm Bureau' to test 
the cattle for bovine tuberculosis with 
practically no caet. A fee of ten cents 
per animal will be made to^go to the 
fanners who carry the state veterinary 
around and hold the animal for him. It 
is hoped thkt every consumer of milk 
in Kittery will assist in this work by 
demanding that the milk 
they buy 


comes from 
tuberculin tested rows.

"It is a day when naval strength Is 


vitally necessary and a full grasp by 
naval officers of world 
possibilities 


highly important," Mr. Denby con- 
tinued. "We- think in terms of hope for 
continued peace; we strive 
through 


ocmldpyal, backed by power, to keep 
that desired peace, but we imist not be 
blind to" facts. 


"Wo know now beyond peradventurc 


that war between Great 
powers or 


groups^ of powers will always involve 
many other nations, and we cannot 
say with certainty that such a war 
may not come at 
any 
time. There 


need be no demand for excessive arm- 
ament. There will bo none for great 
increase of our present establishment 
made by the navy department at the 
coming session of Congress. We shall 
ask for additional cruisers, allowed 
under the treaty for tho limitation of 
armament. We shall ask for additional 
draft gunboats, the vital need of which 
is being demonstrated every day; and 
we shall ask for certain submarines 
and airplanes." 


"Leadership not alone implies capa- 


city to fight ships and men, to inspire 
enthusiasm, but it also implies sym- 
pathy and understanding.
